dential ‘address before the Junior 
Institution of Engineers, London: 

It Is only by Increasing the value 
of coal mined, by treatment, aaid 
he, therefore turning | it into a 
more marketable product, that a 
real advance can be looked for. 

In the course of his addresa 
Lieut.-Col. Moore-Brabazon said:— 
Coal has had a frontal attack 


“| directed against it over late years 


which has had. the'most detri- 
mental effect upon its consump- 
tion, First of all, the advent of 
the Diesel engine ag a prime mover 
displaces coal in considerable 
quantities; the harnessing of water 
power for the generation of elec- 
tricity; then steam power, which 
had been intimately | wrapped up 
with coal consumption, suddenly 
deserted the mine, and oil firing 
under certain circumstances ‘be- 
came standard. wos 

It must be appreciated, however, 
in this connection ‘that: {t is not 
the ‘economy of ofl firing that 
makos, it attractive, but. certain 
compengating advantagea that are 
given to ships, such as‘ ‘quickness 
in loading, making ‘several ‘more 
journeys a year possible, whjch 
compensates for the extra expense.

GOVERNMENTS PROGRAMME 
_ OUTLINED 


‘Under. the aegis ‘of the’ Aasocia- 


tion des Grands. Ports Francais 
“(Association of Big French Ports) 
‘a luncheon was given in Paris to 
French Senators and Deputies con- 
cerned with the organisation and 
supervision of French ports. 

The lunch was’ presided ovet 
by M. Bonnefous, the new Minis- 
ter of Commerce, who stated that 
the Government was in full sup- 
port of the efforts jade by the 
agsociation in connection with the 
‘extension and improvement of port 
facilities.

-doxged Jbim-ever since and he was 
beginning “to shed his hair.” 
Aczuzed, also volunteered. the in- 
formation that the money he obtain- 
ed «in ‘the -affair..was lost in 
gambling, adding,“ It. js not’ much 
use,” : 

“An Poor Aa Ever": 

‘On -tho third occasion, in the 
blacksmiths’. workshed, accused 
again spoke of the affalr in the 
possible héaring of two or three 
others.

According to ‘the witness the 
accused explained on this occasion 
that Kam was the first to approach 
the man‘ and woman in Kennedy- 
rond. Whilst- Kam apoke to the 


‘Woman, he (accused), approached 


from the opposite side, and using 
an instrument, almed a blow at 
the man. Accused added that he 
* did not mean to cause more than a 
superficial wound, concluding, “1 
» did not rmean to stab ‘him to death.”
